The following Act of tlio Jlelhi Lcgi^ilative Assembly received the 
assejit of the President on the 12th September 1062 and is hereby publish- 
ed for general infoaTnation; — 

THE TIBBIA COLLEGE ACT, 1952 
No. V OF 1952 

[12th September 1962] 

An Act to provide for transfer of the management of the 
Ayurvedic and Unani Tibbi College, Delhi, founded by the 
late Hakim Ajmal Khan from its present trustees to a Board 

Be it enacted by the Delhi State Dcgislative Assembly as followa . — 

1. Short title and commencement. — {!) This Act may be called the 
Tiblia College Act, 19.52, 

(5) Tt shall come into force on such date aa the Chief Commissioner 
may, by notification in the Official Ganette, appoint. 

2. Definitions.'— In this Act — 

(a) "Board” means the Tibbie College Board; 

(b) "Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner, 
Delhi; and 

(o) "Prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act. 

3. Incorporation —{1) With effect from such date as the Chief 
Commissioner may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint 
(hereinafter referred to in this Act as “the appointed day”), the entire

management and control of the Ayurvedio and Unani Tibbi College, Delhi, 
now vested in the Board of Truatees of the Ayurvedic and Unani Tibbl__ 
College, Delhi, shall be vested in a Board to be called “the Tibbja College 
Board". 

{2) The Board shall, be a body corporate having perpetual succession 
and a common seal and shall by tl^ said name sue and be sued. 

4. Oons>titutlon of the Board.— (1) The Board shall consist of not more 
than 9 members to be nominated by the Chief Commissioner and shall 
include the following, namely:' — 

{a) An Officer of the Directorate of Health IS^vices, Delhi State 
Government; 

(b) An Officer of the Finance Department, Delhi State Govern- 
ment ; 

(c) A prominent practitioner of the Ayurvedic System of Medicine; 

(d) A prominent practitioner of the Unani System of Medicine. 

{2) The Chief Commissioner shall irominatc a member of the Board to 
be the Chairman thereof. 

(.9) Tlie Chairman shall, with the previous approval of the Chief Com- 
I'lissioner, appoint a person to bo the Secretary of the Board. 

(4) The Principal of the Ayurvedic and Unani Tibbi College, Delhi, 
shall have the right ot being present at any meeting of the Board and of 
taking part in the discussions thereat as if he were a member of the Board, 
but he shall not have tho right of vote. 

6. Resignation from an office by a member. — A member of the Board 
may resign his office by giving notice in writing to the Chief Commissioner 
and shall on such resignation being accepted by the Chief Commissioner 
be deemed to have vacated his office. 

6. Term of office and casual vacancies.— (I) A nominated member of 
the Board shall hold office for such term as the Chief Commissioner may 
direct. 

(2) A casual vacancy in the office of a nominated member of the Board 
shall be filled by fresh nomination and the new member so nominated 
to fill the vacancy shall hold office only for tbe remainder of the term for 
which the member whose place he fills was nominated. 

7. Powers of the Board. — The Board shall exercise the following powers 
and perform the following duties, namely: — 

(a) to maintain the Ayurvedic and Unani Tibbi College, Delhi, 

with a view to impart higher education to men and women 
in the Ayurvedte and Unani Systems of Medicine and to 
promote and conduct research in the same; 

(b) to maintain and improve the Hindustani Dawa Khana and 

Easayanshala; 

(c) to provide for studies to enable incorporation, where necessary, 

of the principle of the modern system of medicine and 
surgery in order to help the scheme of studies for ' 
Ayurvedic and Unani Systems according to the exigenc ' 
time ; 
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(d) to help produce and publish books in order to facilitate the 

cariying out of tho objects specified in clauses (rt) to (e); 

(e) to receive gilts, donations or benefactions from Govermnept 

and to receive bequests, donations, and transfer of movable 
or immovable properties from trustees, donors or transferors, 
as the ease may be; 

(/) to deal with any property belonging to or vested in the Board 
in such manner as the Board may deem fit for advancing 
the objects specified in clauses (aj to (d); 

(g) to do all such things as may be necessary, incidental or 
conducive to the attainment of all or any of the objects 
specified in clauses (a) to (d). 

6. Validity of acta of iBoard not to be questioned by reason of vacancy, 

Btc. — No act of the Board shall bo deemed to be invalid merely by reason 
of any vacancy in, or any defect in the constitution of, the Board. 

0. Dissolution and transfer of property of the Board of Trustees of the 
Ayurvedic and Unanl Tibbl OoUege, DelM.^ — (1) As from the appointed 
day, the Board of Trustees of the Ayurvedio and Unani Tibbi College, 

Delhi, a society registered under the provisions of the Eegistratiou of 
Societies Act, 1800, on the 12th day of August, 1011, by the name ^otXXIof 
Anjumaii-i-Tibbia whose pui-pose, constitution and name was amended iseo, 
on 25th November, 1915, shall stand dissolved and all property, movable 
and immovable, and all rights, powers and privileges of the said society 
which immediately before the appointed day belonged to or were vested 
in the said society shall vest in the Board and shall be applied for the 
purposes for which the Board is constituted. 

(2) As from the appointed day all debts and liabilities of the said 
society shall stand transferred and attached to the Board and thereafter be 
discharged and satisfied by the Board. 

(3) Any will, deed or other document, whether made or executed 
before or after the commencement of this Act, which contains any 
bequests, gifts, or trust in favour of the said society shall, as from the 
appointed day, be construed as if the Board were therein named instead 
of the said Society. 

10. Creation of the Tlbbla College Fund.— The Board shall, iu 
accordance with the rules made by the Chief Commissioner in this behalf, 
create and maintain a fund to be called the Tihbia College Fund into which 
all receipts and income of the Board shah be paid and out of which all 
expenses and disbursements of the Board shall be met. 

11. Power of Chief Commlaaloner to give directions The Chief Com- 

missioner may give to the Board such directions as he may deem fit and 
neoessary and the Board shall carry out those directions. 

12. Approval of the Chief Commissioner to Board’s budget. — ( 1 ) The 

Board shall frame a budget for every financial/ year and submit it to the 
Chief Commissioner for approval. 

) The Chief Commissioner may approve the budget with or without 
’ations. 
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13. Power to soporsede the Board. — (1) If the Chief Commissioner is 
of opinion that the Board is unable to perfoim, or has persistently made 
default in the performaiioe of, the duties imposed on it by or under this 
Act, or has exceeded or abused its powers, the Chief CoinmisBioner may 
by notification iiv the Official OazGttv supersede the Board for such period 
as may- be specified in the notification ; 

Pro-vided that before issuing a notification under this sub-section, the 
Chief Commissioner shall give a reasonable time to the Board to show 
canso why it should not be superseded and shall eonsider the explanation 
and objections, if any, of the Board. 

(2) Upon the publication of the notification under sub-section (1) 
superseding the Board — 

(ft) all the members of the Board shall, as from the date of super- 
session, vacate their offices as such members; 

(b) all the powers and duties which may by or under the pro- 
visions of this Act, be exercised or performed by or on behalf of the 
Board, shall, during the period of supersession, be exercised and 
performed by such person or persons as the Chief Commissioner m^y 
direct; and 

(c) all property vested in the Board shall, during the period of 
supersession, vest in, the Delhi State Government, 

(3) On the expiration of the period of supersession specified in the 
notification issued under sub-section (1), the Chief Commissioner may — 

(а) extend the period of supersession for such further term as he 
may conRidcr necessary; or 

(б) reconstitute the Board in the manner provided in section 4, 

14. Appointment ol Advisory Oouncil.^ — (I) The Chief Comraissiouer 
may constitute an Advisory Council to advise tho Board on such matters 
as may bo prescribed. 

(S) The number and term of office of, the procedure to be followed by, 
and the manner of filling casual vacancies among members of tho Advisory 
Council shall be such as may be prescribed. 

IB. Power to make lUlea. — {1) The Chief Commissioner may, by iioth 
ficatiou in the Official Gazette, make rules to carry out the objects of this 
Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore- 
going powers, such rules may provide for— 

(«) the manner in which the funds belonging to the Board shall 
be deposited or invested; 

(b) the mode of authentication of orders for payment of money 
by the Board; 

(c) the form in which accounts shall be kept by the Board 
audit and publication of such accounts;- 

(d) creation of the fund under section 10; and 
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{e) the functions of, the procedure to be followed by, the number 
and term of office of, and the manner of filling casual vacancies 
among, members of the Advisory Council under Section 14. 

10. Power of Board to make regulations. — The Board may, with the 
previous approval of the Chief Commissioner, make regulations not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act for all or any of the foUowhig 
purposes, namely: — 

(a) the manner in which meetings of the Board shall bo 
convened, the quorum for the transaction of any business thereat 
and the procedure at such meetings; 

(b) the manner in which a majority deoislon of the Board shall 
be obtained by circulation to the members of the matter requiring 
decisions; 

(c) the appointment of such officers and servants as may be 
necessary for the purpose of carrying out the objects specified in 
section 7 and their terms and conditions of service.
